W i^HINGTON. Feb. 
20.— Rear 
Admiral Robert ePary, retired Arc­ 
tic explorer and discoverer of the 
North Pole, died at his home here 
today from pernicious Anemia from 
which he had suffered for several 
years. 
He will be buried with full 
naval honors. 
Admiral Peary sub­ 
m itted to a blood transfusion at a 
hospital ten days ago. 
He later 
was removed to his home and his 
condition seemed somewhat improv­ 
ed. He gradually grew weaker how­ 
ever. 
The transfusion this month 
was the 35th to which the Admiral 
had submitted within two years. 
It was on the afternoon of Sep­ 
tember 6, 1909, that the following 
few words reported to the civilized 
world for the first time this crown­ 
ing achievment of three centuries 
of effort: 
''Indian Harbor, via Cape Ray, 
N. E., September 6—^To the Assoc­ 
iated Press, New York. 
"Stars and Stripes nailed to North 
Pole. 
Peary" 
Peary's actual attainm ent of the 
Pole had been just five months be­ 
fore on April 6, 1909. 
When this despatch came, the 
world was, quite unknown to Peary, 
already praising Dr. .Frederick A. 
Cook as the discoverer. 
Only four 
days previous to the 
Peary 
an­ 
nouncement, Cook who was on his 
way back to Copenhagen on board 
a Danish steamer, had telepraphed 
the claim that he reached the Pole 
on April 21, 1903—nearly a year 
ahead of Peary. 
While Dr. Cook's claim did not

But it was only after 
the sdentific bodies one by one had 
sifted '.the' evidence and pronounced 
Cook'd claims unfounded that Peary 
title as discoverer of the Pole was 
really; won. 
The; bitterness of this episode is 
only one item in the price which 
Peary paid for the immortal fame 
that is now acknowledged to be his. 
He spent practically all he had in 
money, gave all that was in him 
for hard work, and suffered all that 
the human frame could endure from 
hunger, cold 
and disappointment. 
He made eight journeys into the 
Arctic, sient upwards of half a 
million dollars and several times 
he barely escaped the death which 
in various forms had been the fate 
of more than 700 explorers before 
him. 
The first step that led Peary to­ 
ward the Pole was taken in Wash­ 
ington one day when he walked into 
WL book ston» to browse and picked 
up a fu ^tjv e acoonnt of Greenland. 
He b e cw e an insatiable reader on 
the subject of the Arctic.

Precinct meetings Fib. S, county 
conventions Feb. 5, and the state 
convention Feb. l l, is the program 
of the' republican party in Okla­ 
homa as a result of the meeting of.

RED CROSS AIDED 
84,648 IN NOVEMBER 
Some idea of the volume of in­ 
formational work being carried on 
by the Red Cross will be made clear 
when it is made known that 24,642 
calls for assistance were made upon 
the Home Service sections through­ 
out the nation 
during 
November. 
This is slightly under the rate of 
1,000 a day. 
A report on the Home Service ac­ 
tivities for the month reveals that 
there are still 349,616 men in var­ 
ious establishments about the coun­ 
try and information largely concern­ 
ing the Government’s plan for the 
welfare of the men was given in 37,- 
005 cases. 
Of the Home Service 
cases, 3,460 pertained to allotment 
and allowance difficulties, 
which 
continue to disturb the men and 
their families, and 834 pertained to 
compensation due disabled men. A 
total of 4,470 cases involved preson- 
al problems of the men, while 1,499 
requests for family relief were re­ 
ceived and brought to the attention 
of Home Service Sections. Miscellan­ 
eous friendly aid was requested In 
5,859 cases. 
The success which has attended 
the efforts of the Red Cross in ob­ 
taining the delivery of delayed Lib­ 
erty Loan Bonds has caused an in­ 
flux of such requests, which dur­ 
ing October, totaled 3,730. The mil­ 
itary authorities requested furloughs 
and discharge investigations in 1,- 
840 cases, which were referred to 
local Red Cross Chapters for atten­ 
tion. 
The Red Cross representatives at 
military and naval hospitals, con­ 
tinuing co-operation with the medi­ 
cal authorities, in the interest of dis­ 
abled service men, referred .6,161 
requests for after-care and similar 
investigations to local Red Cross 
Chapters for their assistance, dur­ 
ing the month.

After 
that time it may be practicable to 
render this service through other or­ 
ganizations such as the Swiss, Dan­ 
ish and Swedish Red Cross Societies 
and notice will be issued bf the 
American Red Cross when the exact 
date of withdrawal of its representa­ 
tives from Siberia .can be ascer­ 
tained. 
“All remittances should#be made 
payable to the American Red Cross 
Headquarters, Siberian 
Prisoners* 
Relief, Washington, D. C. In each 
case the following information must 
be 
submitted: Full name, rank and 
nationality of the payee; location 
of the prison cams where last heard 
from, and statement as to whether 
the funds to be transmitted are to 
be used for relief of the individual, 
or 
exclusively for 
repatriation ex­ 
penses. It is estimated that $250 
will cover the cost of repatriating 
an 
individual from Siberia to his 
country in Europe. The American 
Red Cross cannot guarantee, how­ 
ever, that this amount will be suf­ 
ficient to cover transportation costs,
